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MODERN  WAR  AND  PROPAGANDA  WARP ARE. 


I.  CharacterioticB  of  Modern  War  and  Propaganda  Warfare. 

Wars  in  the  past  broke  out  following  a  declaration  of  war,  and  it 
consisted  almost  totally  of  armod  conflict.  Wars  used  to  be  compare- 
tively  small  in  scale  and  simple.  However,  in  modern  times,  the  clear 
demarcation  between  peace-time  and  war-time  has  become  entirely  lost. 

An  extensive  state  of  war  covering  the  various  fields  of  politics, 
economics,  diplomacy  arid  thought  may  alrealy  exist  in  peacetime  and 
fighting  reveals  itself  in  Lhe  shape  of  obstinate  and  serious  struggles 
end  conflicts.. 

Consequently,  ai.j  local  incident,  if  it  ha.i  international  aspect, 
will  have  accoan  to  the  eyes  and  »»ars  of  the  people  of  the  whole  world 
by  means  of  highly  developed  trn* -portation  and  communication  organs; 
thereby  causing  n.tvio_n  concern*  to  be  involved  deeply  and  quickly 
into  the  whirlpool  of  intematio  .  1  controversy  on  politics,  economics, 
diplomacy  and  thought.  The  prop:  ;anda  and  behind-the-line  activities 
of  the  Allied  Powers  as  well  as  trie  Central  Powers  are  well  known  to  us: 
In  the  recent  3panish  Civil  War,  the  power  of  thought  propaganda  not 
only  split  the  country  into  the  two  factions  of  Rightists  and  Leftists, 
but  also  brought  about  fitting  between  Communists  and  nationalists, 
caused  by  the  propagande  and  intrigue  of  the  Comintern.  Judging  by 
the  course  of  events,  it  might  even  bring  about  the  crisis  for  a 
second  world  war.  So  far,  I  have  pointed  out  that  thought  propaganda 
warfare  is  a  special  characteristic  of  modern  war.  We  must  remember 
that  propaganda  warfare  is  being  fought  not  only  in  thought,  but 
also  in  various  fields  in  various  forms. 

A.  Diplomatic  Warfare  and  Propaganda  Warfare. 

Resent  development  of  productive  industries,  as  well  as 
industries  in  general  throughout  the  various  countries,  has  brought  all 
the  countries  in  closer  contact  to  each  other  in  regard  to  mutual  depen¬ 
dence.  At  the  same  time,  competition  and  the  trend  toward  exclusiveness 
in  the  world's  industrial  economy  has  become  the  immediate  stepping  stone 
from  international  controversy  to  armed  conflict.  In  tho  face  of  such 
complicated  .ir*  ic.  f.c  */*.  itisotnatlonal  situations,  it  becomes  a  para¬ 
mount  necessity  hereafter  that  we  strive  to  avoid  war  before  it  starts 
or  prevent  it  from  e:  ponding  and  that  we  have  more  allies  and  friends. 
That  is  to  say,  propaganda  work  in  diplomatic  Wrurfare  has  come  to  take 
an  important  role.

Competently ,  -he  entii  e  .population,  whether 
at  the  front  line  or  at  heme,  must  participate  directly  or  indirectly  { 
in  the  war,  and  eo- everybody  athone  lias  to  face  pains  and  difiiculties 
unlike  thoee  expevVnced  by  the  soldiers  at  the  front  Therefore,  in 
ordor  to  overcome  r.uch  national  difficulties  n«d  sufferings,  it  is  quite 
clear  that  a  drastic  spiritual  training  is  ncceeeary  rtarting.  f ron  f)ence- 
timee.  Accordingly,  national  spirit  nust  be  unified  and  intenoified 
and  the  people  themselves^ munt  take  the  initiative  to  attain  this  aim,

Recently,  especially  liboralietic,  individualistic,  and 

materialistic  ideas,  have  found  their  way  into  the  people.  'Above  all, 
the  destructive  and  revolutionary  ideae'of  communism  and  its  advocates 
demoralizer  the  people,  by  taking  advantage  of  the  .wart imo  spiritual 
unstablllty  of  the  nation  and  by  resorting  to  all  kinds  of  eevere 
means,  such  as  anti-military  and  anti-war  ideas,  revolutionary  movement, 
rlota,  strikes,  etc.,  and  strive  to  arouse  feelings,  of  class  conflict 
among  the  people,  leading  them  into  civil,  wax,  and  thqteby  force  us  _ 
to  yect  the  tragic  fate  of .losing  the  war  in  the  midst  of  it  by  their 
mischlsvious,  tricks.  Thus,  it  becomes  necessary  for  us  to  plan  some  . 
counter  measures  against  It.  And  the  time  has  come  for  the  nation,  to 
crush  and  uproot  those  unheal  thy  thoughto,  treacherous  acte  and  destruc¬ 
tive  movements  ,  uniting  whole-heartedly  and  contributing  toward  the 
botteroent  of  society.  , 

By  perueing  what  we  have  stated  eo  far,  one  can  easily  under¬ 
stand  that  a  modern  war  is  fought  on  a  colosoAl  scale;  which  is  at  the 
same  time  characterized  by  complications  and  delicateness.  vJe  not  only 
find  that  armed  warfare  itself  has  completely  changed  in  contents  but 
also  that  international  economic  war,  diplomatic  war,  and  propaganda 
war  revolving  around  it  not  only  in  peace-time  but  in  war-time  also  are 
Important  factore  which  play  a  decisivo  role. 
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The  meet  Important  points  above  all  which  were  practical  during 
World  War  I  by  the  participating  nation#  with  regard  to  thou^it  prope*- 
ganda  warfare  extended  Into  the  following  field#: 


D.  Thought  propaganda  war  used  in  coordination  with  economic  war 

during  World  War  I. 

(1)  In  order  to  prepare  douesti-  economy  for  war,  action# 
were  taker.  (c3oeciell-  in  Go  cany  France  and  Inland)  for  mobiliza^- 
tion  and  cent:  jI  in  this  f  i.eldk  Mobilization  of  man-power;  price  regu¬ 
lation;  supply  and  distribution  o  food). 

(2)  In  order  to  obtain  fund#  and  resource#  to  the  greatest 
extent  possible:  /nnoua  method#  -ere  tried,  (various  methods  were  re¬ 
sorted  to  in  orde*  to  obtain  donations  from  each  home  such  as  gold, 
silver,  Jewels,  iron,  coppe* ,  '.ioainium  and  lead).  (Germany  especially 
vas  active  in  this  line.) 

(3)  Propaganda  wag  carried  out  in  foreign  countries  in  order 
to  attain  a  sufficient  supply  of  funds,  raw  materials  and  military 
supplies. from  these  ocuntrlosi  (Germany  was  especially  active) 

(4)  Actions  were  taken  to  secure  markets  for  commercial 
commodities,  as  well  /> a  fields  for  investment  and  for  the  enlargement 
and  stabilization  of  the  latter.  (Esprcially  Germany). 

(5)  Efforts  were  made  for  the  subscription  of  national  bonds 
in  foreign  countries  as  well  as  for  obtaining  the  largest  possible  loan. 
(Especially  England,  France,  toward  America). 

(6)  Activities  were  carried  out  to  disturb  the  war-time 
economy  of  enemy  countries  by  interf erring  with  economic  control  and 
mobilization  in  enemy  territories  as  well  as  by  causing  uneasiness  in 
the  economic  life  of  enemy  populations  by  cutting  off  the  routes  of 
money  circulation,  and  the  introduction  of  terrorism.  (Especially  by 
Germany). 


(7)  Efforts  were  made  to  draw  away  the  allies  and  sympathizers 
of  the  enemy  to  one's  own  side;  to  prevent  them  from  supplying  the  enemy 
with  war  materials;  and  to  make  tlem  supply,  Instead,  war  materials  to 
hio  own  country.  (Especially  by  Germany). 

(8)  Economic  as  well  an  propaganda  measures  were  carried 

out  to  disturb  enemy  markets  and  to  win  them  over.  (Especially  by  Germany). 
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Z.  Propaganda  In  foreign  Diplomacy  ,  etc.,  and  thought  propaganda 

during  the  World  War.

So  far  I  have  stated  on  the  activities  in  two  directions  outside 
of  military  operations.  In  modern  warfare,  large  scale  operations 
such  as  these  are  unseen  forces.  This  political  operation  is  effected 
from  the  back  gate,  contrary  to  armed  conflict,  which  seeks  to  fight 
out  openly.  It  iu  easy  to  Imagine  v/hat  mischief  it  will  cause  the  enemy 
when  handled  V<ri  11  fully. 

During  tr.e  woilci-war,  all  cwil  nr*  gov  a:  .u-nentai  Jt  g£Ci3  were  .acblllzed 
to  carry  on  these  co«'rritior.8.  am1  the  total  a  r-ngth  of  the  nation  va» 
employed  in  war. 

In  the  United  States,  .or  ini '.ance,  75,000  volunteers  in  some 
5,200  organizations  delivered  755, .<90  speeches  and  lectures;  700  trans¬ 
lators  were  engaged  in  writing  r.a  .paper  articles  for  foreigners  to 
read;  over  30  varietie  of  parphl  »  wer-  prj-ieC'  '.r.  7  languages,  and 
75,000.000  copies  •*>:  r-.cn  ve'e  r.  .ed  and  distributed  throughout  the 
United  Stages*  pi  l  .  11  r  a.l  caroj  v  re  printed  a:  1,*.38  different  places; 
100,000  copier  of  newspapers  for  propaganda  use  were  printed  each  month; 
200.000  Blide  lanterns  were  manufactured  and  700  varieties  of  military 
pictures  were  shown  each  month,  '■'he  number  of  men  and  the  amount  of 
material  as  well  as  necessary  workshops  that  were  employed  in  propaganda 
for  home  consumption  are  beyond  calculation. 

Especially,  in  regard  to  the  food  problem  during  the  Great  War, 
the  way  the  women  of  America  partook  by  voluntarily  starting  the  food 
saving  movement  and  succeeding  in  driving  home  its  significance  is 
something  worthy  of  special  mention.  Needless  to  say,  they  were  engaged 
in  the  Bame  Jobs  as  the  men  were.

Thun,  during  World  Wnr  I  men  and  women,  the  old  and  yo«ag  alike, 
all  united  toward  one  purpose,  offerod  self-denying  services  to  their 
country  by  sharing  in  economic  or  propaganda  warfare  in  one  way  or 
another. 


II  Propaganda  and  Intrigue  in  the  World  War.4 

Thought  propaganda  in  modern  warfare  is  called  the  "War  without 
Weapons, "  the  "Poison-pen"  or  again  "Paper  Poison  Gas",  and  is  regarded 
the  equal  of  several  a:my  corps.  Military  propaganda  and  intrigue 
practiced  d'jujng  the  World  War  may  be  divided  into:  (a)  propaganda 
and  intrigue  directed  against  the  enemy,  (b)  propaganda  for  home  con¬ 
sumption;  (c)  propaganda  and  intrigue  for  foreign  consumption. 

The  first  includes:  (a)  Those  directly  aimed  at  the  enemy's 
fighting  forces,  (b)  those  directed  at  the  enemy's  flank,  his  home  and 
(c;  those  directed  at  the  allies  and  nympathizers  of  the  enemy. 

Propaganda  for  home  consumption  includes  those  directed  toward 
the  frontlines  and  those  directed  for  consumption  behind  the  lines. 
Propaganda  and  intrigue  for  foreign  consumption  include  those  intended 
for  neutral  nationo  ar.d  third  powers. 

A.  Propaganda  ar.d  intrigue  against  the  enemy. 

Thought  propaganda  int'...ded  directly  against  the  enemy  ie 
generally  conducted  for  the  purpose  of  winning  e  oattle  v'ithout  resorting 
to  arme;  First  of  all,  by  demoralizing  the  enemy  troops, thereby  driving 
the  enemy  into  disorder;  by  misleading  the  enemy' a  Judgement  thereby 
bringing  about  chaos  in  the  enemy  command,  at  the  same  time  hampering 
the  enemy' s  plans  of  operation  or  causing  mutiny,  Qob  outburet  and  revolt 
among  the  enemy  forces,  then  grasping  this  opportunity  to  bring  about 
victory  or  retreat  and  surrender  of  the  enemy  forces.  Regarding  the 
rear  of  the  eneoy,  the  purpose  is  to  cut  off  communications  between  the 
front  ar.d  homeland  by  breaking  down  unity  at  hoi-e;  to  lower  or  deotroy 
the  enemy's  capacity  to  carry  or.  the  war,  or  to  cause  a  revolution,  nob 
uprising  or  riot,  and  to  cause  uneasiness  and  confusion  among  the  people 
by  spreading  runorn;  make  the  people  lose,  their  fighting  spirit  through 
faloe  reports;  to  start  strikes  and  sabotage  among  4.e  industrial  workers 
at  munition  factories  and  cause  then  to  refuse  to  be  drafted,  or  to  bring 
about  aesasinetion  of  men  holding  important  positions  or  cause  them  to 
looe  their  power,  and  finally  to  bring  about  anti-government  feeling  among 
the  politicians.  Buying  over  of  enemy  newspapers,  obstruction  and 
destruction  of  means  of  communication,  etc.,  are  also  carried  out.

8.  through  the  sugge  t 
of  General  BUDEKDORF.  Low  over,  it  wau  too  late  *  ftnd 

combat  the  fierce  p-op  ganda  onslaught  oi  the  Allied  Nations  and 

this  had  been  one  factor  for  Germany  6  dofeat. 

As  stated  above,  propaganda  ws*faro  unknown  in  the  Pas* 
historv  had  boon  unrolled  during  World  War  I.  The  netnods  put 
into  use  wexet  newspapers,  magazines,  pamphlets,  and  o 
of  speech,  aeroplanes,  baloons,  distribution  of  ^iHs,  Pasting 
of  poster t-,  utilization  of  telegraph,  m-ving  picture  and 
lanterns;  compilation  of  information,  speech  making,  demonstration, 
month  to  me  nth  propaganda  and  spreading  of  rumours,  and  every 
possible  neanc. 
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The  contonte  of  these  propaganda  varied  from  good  and  beautiful 
to  bad  and  ugly  sad  ovoxv  feeling  and  knowledge  of  hunan  being 
had  boon  mobilised. 

The  dovelcr.tr  onfc  of  thought  propaganda  warfare  daring  the 
World  War.  on  one  haul,  had  hastened  the  end  of  the  war.  fot, 
on  the  other  hand,  it  had  loft  something  fearful  for  goneratlono 
to  coco.  This  is,  to  be  specific,  tho  1  evolutionary  movements 
wiiich  were  utillzod  for  thought  propaganda  during  tho  world  war. 

Thia  immediately  cauecd  Tsarist-  R-uc.a  *-o  beueno  a  eccno  of  re¬ 
volutionary  upheaval;  and  it  aloo  accre  te  ior  tho  eul^.vatien 
of  Revolutionary  Movomont  in  Gorman j  whieh  continued  i.'.til  the 
appcarroioo  of  Hitler  in  recent  years*  roowr,  with  cho  Groat 
War  ae  an  opportunity  tho  conmur.it.  t  revolutionary  movement, 
centering  around  the  Soviet  elements,  h.u»  uo u  become  a  movement 
to  conmunizo  tho  wholo  world;  and  ita  vnt.iguo  is  getting  doeper 
and  doepor;  and  some  regard  it  a  ccicor  of  the  world. 

III.  Thought  Propaganda  Warfaro  Surrounding  Japan  At  Present. 

A.  Tho  Schemo  of  Comintern  in  China. 

It  it;  a  wll-' ‘nown  fact  that,  at  tho  outbreak  of  tho 
World  War,  L3NM  and  hia  followora  got  angry  at  the  way  tho 
Soclalleto  xu  difforont  countries  belonging  to  tho  Second  Inter¬ 
national  had  turned  out  to  be  pat.-,  lot o,  and  withdrew  from  the 
Second  Intornatlonal.  Whon  they  had  ouccoedod  in  the  Russian 
Revolution  in  V'j.7,  they  had  organized  tho  Third  International 
or  Conintorn  wi in  the  purpose  of  we;  id  rovolution,  and  had  bogun 
to  prooagandtzo  1  coiarrur’ em.  Tho  Third.  International  itf 
headquarters  for  ma-B  inj'cigviion  anl  communist  propaganda. 

This  International,  revolutionary  propaganda  organization 
has  its  headquartere  ir.  Me  cow,  and  communist  partios  in  overy 
country  aro  its  branches;  and  tho  world  convention  meeting  once 
evory  two  years  assumes  tho  functions  of  a  suprome  organ,  and  under 
it  are  established  such  organs  as  executive  committee,  Administra¬ 
tion  Bureau,  and  the  communist  navopapors,  2vor  sinco  its  organ¬ 
ization  18  years  ago.  thoy  havo  persistently  continued  their 
propaganda  of  communism  by  giving  orders  to  communist  partios 
in  overy  country,  and  their  nocrct  scheme  of  creating  politic 
and  social  chaos  and  disordor  among  othor  nations.  Tnia  head¬ 
quarter  itself  is  really  a  true  form  of  Soviet  Russia,  a  Sov.et 
Russia  in  camouflage.  Within  Sovlot  Rus3.la,  tho  Governmant  has 
a  strong  system  or  organization  for  regulating  tho  speech  and 
press,  and  is  ablo  to  opprons  or  over  vide  its  people  quito  oaslly. 
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Monopolizing  the  organs  of  speech  and  press,  the  radio  and 
publication,  the  Government  controls  e  perfect  unification. 
Outwardly,  it  shuts  off  every  propaganda  from  abroad  and  all 
Informations  and  propaganda  rre  controlled  by  the  Tess  News 
Agency  end  strict  restrlctier.3  ere  put  on  news  by  foreign 
correspondent.  Russia  is  preparing  for  propaganda  warfare  by 
utilizing  every  I.ussirn  organ  abroad  for  gathering  information. 

however,  when  Soviet  Russia  sow  that  the  flourishing 
condition  of  Facism  in  Itcly  and  Germany,  the  positive  policy 
of  Germany  in  the  Near  East  as  well  as  the  positive  policy  of 
Japan  in  t} e  Far  East,  was  beginning  to  be  an  increasing  menac 
to  Russia,  she  at  once  grasped  hands  with  the  democratic 
nations  \/vjch  were  against  Fascism.  E/  stretching  her  hands 
to  t'-e  2nd  International,  she  had  organized  t^e  People's  Front 
Movement  as  an  outlying  propaganda  organ  to  form  a  unified  lin< 
to  cope  with  tve  so-called  Imperialism  and  Fascism.  In  France. 
Soviet  Russia  helped  the  formation  of  the  Blur.  Cabinet  and  in 
Spain,  s;  e  ^ad  giver  rise  to  the  most  miserable  civil  war. 
Furthermore,  in  t”e  Fa.r  East,  Russia  stretched  her  devilish 
rand  to  China  end  forced  the  Chinese  Communist  end  the  Red 
Army  to  compromise  with  tve  Chinese  Government  end  began  her 
anti-  eprnese  movement  and  to  challenge  Japan  by  forming  the 
Cvinese  People's  Front  Party,

Tho  outline 
of  thoir  activltios  is  as  follows: 

In  tho  baginning  of  March,  this  yoar,  tho  Comintorn  haul 
dispatched  BOROTSKI,  CORSKY,  Li-Mu-Fol,  Chiof  Secretary  of  tho 
Chinese  Communist  Party,  and  Shik-Fo-Tsun,  Chiof  of  Political 
Department  of  tho  sane,  to  Nanking  as  representatives  and  had 
thorn  confer  through  tho  offorts  of  Sun-Eo,  Tho  Nanking 
Government,  in  return,  had  sent  Ho-Ckung- Han,  Chong- Chung,  and 
Tsai-Li,  in  the  r.lddlo  of  March  together  with  100,000  cotton 
apparels  as  presont,  -md  had  these  men  confer  with  Mao-Tse-Tung. 

A  treaty  portal ning  to  Anti-Japanoso  propaganda  and  anti- 
Japanese  struggle  had  been  formally  signod  on  April  14th,  at  Esi- 
An,  betwoen  Ku-Cku-Tung,  r  -prosontative  of  tho  Nanking  Government 
and  Ckow-iln-Lai ,  representative  of  tho  Communist  Army. 

Togothor  with  the  out  brook  of  the  North  China  Incident  j 
tho  Comintern  oviorod  Wang-Ming,  dolegato  of  tho  Communist  Party 
to  Russia  to  makw  trips  between  Russia  and  tho  Chinose  Communist 
Party  Headquarters  m  Fu-fhi-  Hsiang-Hsi  Province  and  to  bostir 
himsolf  in  Inflaming  and  directing  Anti-Japanese  propaganda. 
Following  tho  expansion  of  tho  Incident  to  Shanghai,  Comintern 
activities  wore  carried  on  with  added  intensity,  on  tho  ono  hand, 
tho  Comintern  imposed  upon  tho  Nationalist  Government  to  release 
Communist  loadors  dotained  in  prisons,  end  finally,  when  tho 
China  Incident  was  at  its  height,  it  brought  about  the  conclusion 
of  the  Sino-Russian  Non-Aggrossi  on  Pact.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is 
reported  that  agreement  was  reachod  by  which  tho  Mother  country 
will  transport  to  China  excellent  instigators,  airplanes,  tanks, 
machine  guns  etc,,  in  large  quantities. 
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(i)  Activities  In  Manchuria. 

Conintorn  ec'.ivi'ies  in  China  are  givon  above*  Noxt,  it 
is  noccssary  to  rolato  on  its  activitios  in  Manchuria. 

Connunization  of  Manchuria  has  also  been  long  ago  ro- 
gardod  by  the  Comintern.  With  the  entire  areas  along  tho  North 
China  Railway  as  its  stronghold,  it  made  efforts  to  turn  Manchuria 
into  a  connunlct  stato«  In  particular)  as  rosult  of  concentration 
of  conintorn  propaganda  on  Koreans  migrating  into  Manchuria,  ex¬ 
tensive  inplantation  of  dooprooted  0cc.uvni6t.iu  organizations  was 
roalized.  A.*  tho  Manchurian  branch  cf  :  ho  Chinese  Communist  Party, 
the  Manchuria  Provincial  Conr.it too  as  well  as  various  othor  organs 
were  organizod. 

The  ccll-l!Jco  organizations  of  tho  Conr.unists  in  tho 
citios  and  towns;  and  tho  Communist  bandits  in  the  various 
districts  are  now  ca‘< / y4 v.fi  on  guerilla  activities.  Rocontly, 
as  a  link  in  tho  chain  of  Anti-Japanese  people's  frontline  move¬ 
ments,  the  Commniet8  are  aiming  at  tho  establishment  of  tho 
"North-East err.  anti- Japanese  State  Rcliof  Government"  and  tho  "Anti- 
Japancso  Str.:/0  Reliof  Arny'1.  Tho  Conintorn  is  making  serious 
efforts  to  eupi ly  tho  Manchurian  Co'TjunlstB  with  arms  and  military 
funds  t^  crablo  t.ae  Communist  bandits  in  tho  various  districts 
to  riso  up  m  arms  and  open  up  guerilla  activities;  to  start  a 
moronon;  to  r.j:oa.-.d  ouch  orgarizations ;  to  coordinate  the  Korean 
Revolutionary  Ai'.y  with  tho  anti-Mr.nchui  ian  and  AnSi-Japancso 
Army  as  well  ae  to  inflame  and  appoaso  tho  ordinary  bandits  without 
any  thought  background  to  ^oia  in  tho  antl-Japaneso  pooplos1  Front- 
lino. 

To  achievo  thi:.  purpose,  the  Cocmintern  is  Bonding  nunorous 
Manchurians,  ChinoRO  and  Koreans  train^a  in  Russia  into  Manchuria 
across  tho  border  and  by  other  chnnnolo. 

It  seems  that  latoly  tho  cupromc  direct ivo  organ  of  tho 
Manchurian  Communist  Party  has  moved  to  the  East  of  Harbin,  but 
its  whereabouts  is  always  kept  absolutely  socrot.  There  are  also 
rumors .  that  the  Manchurian  Communist  Party  is  receiving  directives 
from  the  Comintern  minly  through  tho  rarious  organs  located  in 
tho  Maritioo  Provinco  of  Siberia,  abovo  ail,  through  tho  dotachod 
organs  of  tho  Comintern  in  China  (through  the  lower  organs  in 
Manchuria,  froc  the  Eastern  Russia:. -Man churl an  border),  as  woll 
as  through  wireless  communications. 
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As  result  of  the  recent  transfer  of  the  North  China 
Railway,  all  the  pv.blicly  declared  organs  of  the  Manchurian 
communist  party  havi  teen  swept  away,  but  it  is  worthy  of 
note  here  tvat  the  country  is  still  infested  with  communist 
bandits;  spy  activities  ere  going  on;  anti-Manchurian  and 
anti-Japenes*'  terrorist  activities  ere  still  going  on  and 
are  tending  toward  on  underground  movement. 

Nov/,  in  viewing  the  above  in  a  broed  light,  we  find 
that  the  substance  of  the  thought  warfare  directed  against 
Japan  from  oil  sides  is  unmistakably  found  ir.  the  activities 
of  the  communist  party  and  its  acwocat.?s,  and  a  general 
outline  of  it  has  been  actually  exposed  incidentally  with 
the  outbreak  of  the  China  Incident. 


In  view  of  these  circumstances,  it  is  an  urgent  and 
immediate  necessity  for  our  country  to  nerfect  and  improve 
upon  our  methods  to  cope  with  the  thought  propaganda  directed 
against  us  from  within  and  from  without  as  well  as  to  perfect 
our  national  defense.  The  situation  demands  that  we  prepare 
ourselves  without  a  moment's  delay. 

r /.  Our  Thought  Propaganda  and  V.'hat  tve  Nation  Should 
Be  Prepared  For, 


In  relatin'  the  ibcve  mentioned  three  items,  it  has 
not  been  tve  purpose  to  merely  lay  down  the  facts.  The 
purpose  has  been  to  offer  ti icfly  tvc  immediate  problems 
confronting  our  natirn  itself  at  the  present  time  and  to 
call  the  nation's  attention  to  it.  Nay,  the  situations  ere 
sue!  that  they  do  not  permit  futile  arguments  on  the  situa¬ 
tion  or  hesitation  in  executing  counter-measures. 

Tie  situations  earnest!!'/  demand  action  with  firm  and 
indomitable  spirit  on  the  pert  of  the  nation. 


Here,  I  wish  to  call  ive  netion's  attention  to  the 
fact  that  tho  ultimate  vim  of  thought  propaganda  is  by  no 
means  a  muster  cf  sentiments  simply  Involving  leaflets, 
posters,  radio  broadcasts  end  the  like,  noisy  and  dazzling, 
and  which  are  heard  or  seen*  Any  thought  propaganda  which 
does  not  accompany  action  and  practice  is  nothing  more  than 
frolic  or  mere  celebration. 


The  purpose  of  thought  propaganda,  in  otver  v/ords, 
is  aimed  at  the  unification  of  the  social  activities  of  the 
nation  in  line  with  state  aims  upon  the  spiritual  basis 
of  loyalty  and  patriotism.  In  order  to  cchjeve  this,  it 
is  necessary  that  one  be  above  his  individual  desires  and 
interests  and  voluntaril"  engage  himself  in  hardships  and 
submission.  Once  this  point  is  for: often,  passion  over¬ 
rules  and  practice  is  forgotten,  resulting  in  uncontemplated 
conduct  and  destruction. 
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Fortunately  our  country,  unlike  tve  Occidental 
countries,  possessed  directly  no  battlefield  within  our 
ovm  territory.  Nevertheless,  the  progress  of  science  no 
longer  permits  pleasure  in  the  rear  no  matter  hov;  remotely 
it  is  located  from  the  battlefields  in  respect  to  distance. 
Accordingly,  should  our  country  find  it  necessary  in  the 
future  to  prosecute  a  war  of  considerably  large  scale,  our 
people  v/ould  Veve  to  undergo  in  the  ridst  of  war  labor  end 
toils  greeter  than  tvosa  undergone  by  the  peoples  of  western 
Europe  in  the  Gr?at  VJor+d  War,  and  also  continue  a  life  of 
endurance  and  fortitude. 

Just  as  the  reojM.es  of  the  various  countries  during 
the  Great  World  Var  submitted  thorns'- Ives  to  control  even 
in  all  matters  concerning  daily  life  and  fulfilled  their 
home-front  duties,  our  people  must  hereafter  comply  with 
control  and  guidance  with  a  further  firri  will  and  obtain 
good  results  by  execution* 

Y/hile  it  is  true  that  our  country  has  not  yet  undergone 
sufficient  trials  in  thought  propaganda  warfare,  tMs  fact 
docs  not  mean  by  any  means  that  we  are  incapable  of 
conducting  t’  ought  propaganda  warfare.  Our  country  possesses 
a  matchless  national  structure  and  a  greet  ideal  and  spirit 
which  arc  derived  therefrom;  everyone  of  our  people  possesses 
the  "Yamato  dor.ashii"  and  a  spirit  of  loyalty  and  devotion. 
Possessing  these,  wc  have  noth ing  to  fetr  at  the  present 
time,  but  we  have  not  had  tve  cbcncc  of  undergoing  training. 
Therefore,  t^c  people  should  promptly  understand  v/cll  what 
is  meant  by  thought  warfare,  and  we  must  establish  a  nation¬ 
wide  system  of  propaganda  and  propagation,  including  both 
the  government  and  the  people,  hove  the  government' s  inten¬ 
tions  thoroughly  understood  by  everyone  among  the  people, 
and  endeavor  to  avoid  omissions  and  miscarriage  in  imediatel 
putting  them  into  practice  with  which  to  overcome  the 
emergency. 

Ever  since  the  .foundation  of  ou^  country,  Justice  has 
boon  our  national  policy*  and  co-tziatrr.ee  and  co-prosperity 
our  national  ideal*  And  we  hrve  down  to  tvis  day 

prided  ourselves  in  performing  deeds  but  not  words  for  the 
realization  of  t’~is  great  ideal,  with  the  result  t>ct  wc 
have  created  a  traditional  thought  known  as  "koto  age  sezu", 
/T.N.:  Literally ,  it  means  "not  to  say  it  out",  cr,  in 
other  words,  to  keep  silent  about  ore's  own  deeds./ 

However,  the  time  does  not  permit  the  me intern  nee  of 
our  country's  tradition,  and  it  now  be1  ooves  us  to  proceed 
to  proclaim  to  the  world  our  Idee!  end  greet  spirit  and 
our  national  policy  in  order  to  overcome  tricky,  vicious 
thought  intrigues,  to  establish  real  peace  of  mankind,  to 
push  forward  tve  great  banner  of  justice,  and  to  enlighten 
mankind.
